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Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
. Regarding claim 9: The reference to DE 0041 355 14 to Kuehnhanss shows a timepiece 
in Figs. 5-7 comprising a display face (14) including a color time field having a first horizontal 
axis representing a first unit of time (Figs.. 5-7) and a second vertical axis representing a second 
unit of time (Figs. 5- 7), wherein the first unit of time and the second unit of time are minutes or 
seconds (Figs. 5-7); wherein a colored section fills the color time field as time elapses and 
wherein a current color displayed in the colored section is one color in a set of different colors 
that correspond to a predetermined measurement of time (translation, page 7, lines 8-11). 
Applicant's claimed invention further discloses 24 different colors, each of which corresponds to 
a different hour in a day. Furthermore, the timepiece of Kuehnhanss does not have the 24 
different color arrangement and there seems to be no motivation to modify the device shown in 
Kuehnhanss to accommodate such a 24 different color arrangement. 

Regarding claim 21: The reference to DE 004135514 to Kuehnhanss shows a timepiece 
in Figs. 5-7 comprising a display face (14) including a color time field having a first horizontal 
axis representing a first unit of time (Figs.. 5-7) and a second vertical axis representing a second 
unit of time (Figs. 5- 7), wherein the first unit of time and the second unit of time are minutes or 
seconds (Figs. 5-7); wherein a colored section fills the color time field as time elapses and 
wherein a current color displayed in the colored section is one color in a set of different colors 
that correspond to a predetermined measurement of time (translation, page 7, lines 8-11). 
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Applicant's claimed invention further discloses wherein a current color displayed in the colored 
section is one color in a set of 12 different colors, each of which corresponds to a different hour 
in half a day. Furthermore, the timepiece of Kuehnhanss does not have the 12 different color 
arrangement and there seems to be no motivation to modify the device shown in Kuehnhanss to 
accommodate such a 12 different color arrangement. 

Regarding claim 21: The reference to DE 0041355 14 to Kuehnhanss shows a timepiece 
in Figs. 5-7 comprising a display face (14) including a color time field having a first horizontal 
axis representing a first unit of time (Figs.. 5-7) and a second vertical axis representing a second 
unit of time (Figs. 5- 7), wherein the first unit of time and the second unit of time are minutes or 
seconds (Figs. 5-7); wherein a colored section fills the color time field as time elapses and 
wherein a current color displayed in the colored section is one color in a set of different colors 
that correspond to a predetermined measurement of time (translation, page 7, lines 8-11). 
Applicant's claimed invention further discloses wherein the color time field is a 60 unit x 60 unit 
grid having a set of 3,600 units, wherein a next color in the set of colors corresponding to a next 
consecutive hour begins to fill the color time field after the current color in the colored section 
representing a current hour has filled each of the 3,600 units in the grid. Furthermore, the 
timepiece of Kuehnhanss does not have the particular color time field grid arrangement and there 
seems to be no motivation to modify the device shown in Kuehnhanss to accommodate such a 
grid arrangement. 

Claims 17 and 18 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the 
allowable claim 21.
